No. 94-ITC (PN > /61.—Attention is invited to the Ministry oi Com¬ 
merce and Industry Public Notice No. SG-1TC(PN)/61, dated 10th April, 1961, 
announcing the policy for import of certain items from Pakistan in terms of Pro¬ 
tocol No I to the Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and Pakis¬ 
tan during the period April, 1961—March, 1962, It has now been decided to 
grant ad-hoc licences for import of the undermentioned items from Pakistan on 
the basis indicated in Annexure to this Public Notice during the period April, 
1961—March, 1962:— 

(a) Fruit plants of the types specified below.— 

(,i) Peach grafts from Peshawar, 


(ii) Grape cuttings or plants from Baluchistan, 
(iii) Date suckers from any region in Pakistan. 


(b) Fresh vegetables. 


2 Ad-hoc licences for the import of these items from Pakistan will be issued, 
subject to the condition that payments for the goods will be made in non-con¬ 
vertible Indian rupees through Account A maintained by the National Bank of 
Pakistan with the State Bank of India as provided for in Protocol No, I to the 
Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and Pakistan signed on the 
21 st March, 1960 . 


3 Applications for ad-hoc licence:, should be submitted in the usual form and 
manner to the Chief Controller of Impoit; and Exports, New Delhi, as early as 
possible, but not later than the 31st August, 1961.
